Dear Mr. Schwer:

The following correspondence is in reference to groundwater
sampling and analysis at Frank‘s Market, located on route 100,
Eden Mills, Vermont. The purpose of the sampling was to
determine 1f previously confirmed groundwater contamination was
still present at the site. The source of the previously
confirmed contamination was a result of leaking underground
storage tanks, which were removed in 1889. Enclosed are sample
results for EPA methodology 8020 (BTEX and MTBL).

The two (2) samples were collected on September 1, 1994 from two
existing monitoring wells adjacent to the former underground
storage tank graves. Depth to groundwater was determined to be
4.5 feet at MW#-1 and 4.8 feet at MW§-2. Groundwater was assumed
to be moving in a southwesterly direction. Both wells are
located within 40 feet of the Gihon River. A strong petroleum
odor and sheen was observed during the well sampling event,

Laboratory Analysis

Sample #MW-1, collected at an existing well potentially down
gradient from the former tank grave, was determined to contain
BTEX compounds exceeding Groundwater Enforcement Standards.
The concentrations were as follows: Benzene 1060 ug/l; Ethyl
Benzene 1,790 ug/l; Toluene 9,240 ug/l; Total Xylenes 16,200
ug/1.

Sample #MW-2, collected from an existing well potentially
upgradient from the former tank grave, was determined to contain
Benzene and Total Xylene concentrations exceeding State
Groundwater Enforcement Standards. The concentrations were as
follows: Benzene 186 ug/l:; Ethyl Benzene 395 ug/l: Toluene 332
ug/l; Total Xylenes 2,710 ug/l.
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Standard protocols were followed for all applicable field
activities and sampling. A trip-blank accompanied all field
activities during the sampling event. Laboratory analysis of the
trip-blank determined no detect for all compounds tested
